Bill’s backers 

Small group of Idahoans contributes to Clinton 


WASHINGTON - Like all Democratic 
candidates foe president in the past 35 
years. Bill Clinton failed to convince a 
majority of Idaho voters he 'was the best 
matt for the job in 1992 and 1996. 

But din con has a small group of loyal 
backers in Idaho who have given the presi- 
dent more than their votes. They’ve given 
him. theirmoney. 

These backers, along with nearly 79,000 
■a o t h er s across the country, have contributed 
S&-3 million over the last 18 months to a 
tr as tr fund ' aimed ar helping Clinton and 


first lady Hillary Rodham Clinton pay off 
an estimated $10.5 million in attorney fees 
and other legal expenses. 

An analysis of donors shows that since 
February of last year, 171 contributions 
totaling $6,516 were sent to the 
Washington-based fund from Idaho. The 
analysis also shows that more Idahoans 
wrote larger checks to the fund in 1999 
than in 1998. 

Fifty-nine contributions totaling $2,4S2 
were made to the fund lost year, 112 contri- 
butions totaling $4,064 were. made this 
year.

Students 
skip on 
the ACT

TWIN FALLS - Fifty percent 
of Twin Falls School District’s 
1999 graduates took a key col- 
lege entrance exam and scored 
above state and national aver- 
ages, but the testing group repre- 
sented the smallest proportion of 
graduating seniors to take the 
test over the past nine years. 

Out of 396 graduates, 197 took 
the ACT, said Larry Watson, dis- 
trict test coordinator. 

“That’s actually the lowest 
percentage of our graduates this 
decade who took the test,” he 
said. 

The ACT, formerly known as 
the American College Testing 
assessments, is an admissions 
requirement at Idaho universi- 
ties. Sixty percent of the state's 
graduating seniors took the test 
this year. 

In Twin Falls School District, 
the percentage of seniors taking 
the test between 1991 and 1998. 

. has ranged from 55 to Cl per- 
cent, Watson said. It’s hard to 
pinpoint the reason for fewee 
test-takers, but it could reflect 
more students opting for the 
College of Southern Idaho that 
_ v requires.aj)|occmcnuesLriyher^: 
than the entrance exam. The dis- 
trict will need to watch whether 
a trend results, he said. 

Twin Falls’' nvcragekbmjpbsite 
score of 22.4 - that falls at a 
nine-year average - reflected a 
drop from 1998 when students 
posted a 22.7 average composite 
score out of a possible 36. 

“That shows a little loss in alti- 
tude from last year, but we’re 
not on a crash landing course, 
that's for sure,” Watson said. 

The district has observed that 
students who take more rigorous 
classes perform better on collegc 
entrance exams. 

An analysis last year of lower 
than-stute average scores posted— 
by Twin Falls graduates on the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test, a col- 
lege entrance ekam chosen by a 
small percentage of Idaho stu- 
dents, showed that students who 
took higher level courses earned 
the better scores. The. same has 
proven -trite this year on the 
ACT.

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Feds aim 
at gun 
dealers 


CHICAGO (AP) - Federal 
prosecutors have launched what 
they called the nation's first con- 
certed attack on suburban gun 
dealers who arm city gangs, 

announcing charges Wednesday 

against 13 buyers and sellers. 

Owners and employees of five 
suburban gun shops and two of 
the shops themselves were 
accused of supplying guns to 
“straw purchasers" with clean 
police records who were stand- 
ing in for the actual buyers. 

Authorities say gang members 
with long rap sheets use the 
method to get around state laws 
barring convicted criminals from 
buying guns. 

While handgun sales are ille- 
gal within Chicago’s city limits, 
officials say the gangs can get 
them easily in nearby suburbs. 

“The message is very simple," 

U.S. Attorney Scott Lassar said. 

“If you violate federal gun laws, 
you’re going to prison." 

Despite its handgun sales ban, 
Chicago is awash in gun violence, 
much of it attributed to drug-sell- 
ing street gangs with thousands 
of members, such as the 
Gangster Disciples and the Vice 
Lords. 

In 1998, Chicago had 704 homi- 
cides, 536 of them attributable to 
guns, police spokesman Pat 
Camden said. Gangs members 
were responsible for 182 homi- 
cides, all but four involving guns. 

A 1998 undercover investiga- 
tion by Chicago polico produced 
videotapes and other evidence 
that suburban dealers knowingly 
soil guns to straw purchasers. 
That investigation prompted 
^Jay or Richard M. Daley to file a 
$433 million lawsuit in February 
against a doxen suburban gun 
shops and the firearms industry. 

Four of the gun shops whose 
pwners and employees were 
charged in the indictments 
^announced Wednesday were

WASHINGTON (AP) - Teen 
drug use is beginning to creep 
down after climbing through the 
1990s. the government reported 
Wednesday. An annual survey 
found that one in 10 teen-agers 
uses marijuana or other illegal ' 
drugs - down from 1997 though 
still nearly double what it was in 
1992. 

President Clinton and others 
called the results solid evidence 
that the nation had reversed 
course. “Wc have turned an 
.^iniportainaimcr," he said. 

Clinton and others credited 
increased attention to the issue 
by government, communities, par- 
ents, media and schools. “The 
message is finally getting 
through," said Health and Human 
Services Secretary Donna 
Shalala. Overall, drug use among 
Americans of all ages remained 
level last year, and use among 
young adults continued its steady 
rise, according to the household 
survey of 25,500 people ages 12 
and up.

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AGLU sues over drug testing policy 


OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) - The 
American Civil Liberties Union 
filed a federal lawsuit Wednesday 
challenging a school district’s pol- 
icy of drug-testing not just ath- 
letes but also students who take 
part in such activities as the 
debate team, choir and marcliing 
band. 

The ACLU said the lawsuit is 
the first in the nation to challenge 
mandatory testing of students 
who participate in extracurricular 
activities that, arc tied to 
their courses during the regular 


school day. 

The lawsuit was filed on behalf 
of two 16-ycar-old high school 
juniors in Tecumseh, a small town 
35 miles southeast of Oklahoma 
City. The suit does not challenge 
the testing of athletes or students 
suspected of drug use. 

In die lawsuit, the ACLU says 
refusal to take a drug test would 
bar students from some classes 
for which they cam credit. 

“For instance, a student can 
take the choir class only ifshe 
also participates in the extracur- 


ricular choir activities. Thus the 
drug testing policy effectively 
applies to parts of a public 
school’s core legally required 
function - the education of its stu- 
dents,” the lawsuit said. 

An attorney for the Tecumseh 
School District and the superin- 
tendent did not return calls for 
comment. 

The district’s drug-testing poli- 
cy applies to any student who 
wishes to participate in extracur- 
ricular activities, athletic or acad- 
emic.

Bush turns to experts 
of all stripes for help 


AUSTIN, Texas (AP) - When 
Republican presidential front- 
runner George W. Bush needs 
advice these days, he turns to a 
circle of political professionals, 
policy wonks and fellow politi- 
cians. 

— " — Some havebeerrwith him from" 
' the start. Others have come 
aboard within the past year. 

Mixing public, private and aca- 
demic experience, they generally 
are more conservative than the, 
team assembled by Bush’s father, 
analysts say. But being the son of 
a former president certainly 
helps recruiting. 

“For Bush, it's not difficult to 
' pull together a group because, of 
course, he’s been around 
‘ Republican and conservative 
intellectual circles for a long 
time," said Norman Omstcin, a 
senior fellow at the American 
Enterprise Institute. 

“I think he wants to make a 
statement that his presidency will 
be a little bit more like Ronald 
Reagan's than George Bush’s - 
that lie's more conservative,” 
Omstein said. 

Closest to Bush arc a trio of 
advisers who have Worked 
together since Bush’s first guber- 
natorial campaign in 1994: strate- 
gist Karl Rove, spokeswoman 
Karen Hughes and campaign 
manager Joe AUbaugh. • 

Rove, a friend of George Bush's 
1988 campaign manager, Lee 
Atwater, is a longtime political 
consultant and a major reason 
- the GOP dominates Texas elec- 
tions right now. 

After going for more than 100 
. years without electing a Texas 
governor. Republicans today hold 
all 29 statewide elected offices. 
Many of the campaigns were mas- 
terminded by Rove. 

He orchestrated the highly visi- 
ble pilgrimages that national 
Republican figures made to 
Austin this year, as Bush was 
staying home to consider running 
for president. 

. When Bush asked him to sell 
. the consulting company he found- 
ed two decades ago to concen- 
trate on helping him win the 
White House, Rove did. “He’s 
been my friend for 25 years,” 
Rove explained. “I’d want to be 
able to put my heart and soul into 
it.”

AUSTIN. Texas (AP) - George 
W. Bush testily refused to answer 
questions Wednesday about 
whether he had ever used illegal 
drugs. Rumors about his personal 
life, he said, are “ridiculous and 
absurd," possibly planted by 
political opponents. 

“You know what happens? 
Somebody floats a rumor and 
that causes you to ask a ques- 
tion." Bush said, interrupting a 
reporter who said she was trying 
-•lo-wsk- who might be planting 
such rumors. 

“And that’s the game in 
American politics, and 1 refuse to 
play it," he said. “That is a game. 
And you just fell for the trap. 
And I refuse to play." 

Since his first campaign for 
Texas governor in 1994, Bush has 
declined to answer sonie ques- 
tions about his past. 

“When I was young and irrespon- 
sible. I bol laved young and irrespon- 
sibly,” is his oft-repented answer. 


Bush’s refusal to directly 
answer the drug question has 
become the fodder for jokes on 
late-night television. It continued 
to dog him as he campaigned 
later Wednesday in Baton Rouge, 
La. “I made some mistakes years 
ago," he said. “But I learned from 
my mistakes." 

Bust) has said that, upon turning 
40, Ite quit drinking alcohol. And

Cliildren living in violent 
homes are often the forgotten victims of 
family violence. Not until we look at the 
direct link between domestic violence 
and child abuse are we going to solve the 
problem of violence in our culture.

Beyond the 
obvious impact on the victim of the vio- 
lence, witnesses - or "silent victims” - 
are also affected. Children may bear no 
obvious scars or bruises and may not 
have the skill or the opportunity to voice 
their feelings, yet these children ore in 
danger.

N ew Jersey’s Supreme 
Court has unani- 
mously issued a rul- 
ing that deserves to 
be reviewed by the 
U.S. Supreme Court, which four 
years ago issued a unanimous 
ruling that may be incompatible 
with the New Jersey ruling that 
the Boy Scouts cannot discrimi- 
nate against homosexuals. The 
controversy, with wide ramifica- 
tions for American freedom, is 
not about whether the Scouts’ 
poUcy is right but whether the 
Scouts have a right to it. 

James Dale, now 29, became a ' 
Scout at age 8, earned Eagle 
Scout s t a t us, a nd was an assis- — 
cant scoutmaster in New Jersey 
when Scout officials saw a news- 
paper photo of him as a leader of 
a gay rights gropp at Rutgers 
University. 

The Scouts promptly expelled 

incompatible with the Scout 
obligation to be “morally 
straight" and “clean." 

Dismissing the Scouts' position 
(with which many religious 
denominations, and various 
other groups, agree) as “big- 
otry," New Jersey’s chief justice, 
writing for the court, said the 
Scouts are (like a restaurant, 
which is open to the general pub- 
lic) a “public accommodation” 
and therefore covered by New 
Jersey's statute forbidding dis- 
crimination on the basis of sexu- 
al orientation.

The Court held that a parade is

Amendment protects a speaker’s 
(in this case, the parade’s) 
"autonomy" in choosing the con- 
tent of his messuge. The Conn 
rejected the claim that the 
, parade lacks “genuine selectivi- 

ty" and therefore lacks an 
“expressive purpose.” 

Notice that the New Jersey jus- 
tices have objected precisely to 


the fact that the Scouts are gen- 
uinely selective. By objecting to 
the Scouts’ selection criteria, the 
justices have conceded the 
Scouts' expressive purpose. 

The New Jersey court’s ruling' 
that the Boy Scouts’ convictions 
about sexual morality cannot be 
tolerated has, of course, been 
praised by liberals as a blow for 
toleration. 

The court’s ruling that the Boy 
Scouts must be made to bow to 
the state’s orthodoxy on sexual 
morality has, of course, been 
praised by liberals for advancing 
diversity. 

The court's ruling that the Boy 

_ Scou ts’ conyict ions do not 

deserve respect has, of course, 
been praised by IitH.-rals as a 
luminous example of showing 
respect for others. 

In several other states with 
statutes forbidding discrimina- 
lion on the basis of sex ual orien- 
tation, challenges to the Scouts’ 
right to exclude homosexuals 
have failed. 

But now New Jersey’s judicial 
authoritarianism has advanced, 
by the means preferred by con- 
temporary liberalism (litigation 
rather than legislation; judicial 
fiat rather than democratic per- 
suasion), the liberal agenda of 
breaking more and more institu- 
tions to the saddle of the state. 

Tlte legal reasoning (leave 


aside the moral exhibitionism) of 
the New Jersey justices - two of 
whom, including the chief jus- 
tice, were appointed by 
Republican Gov. Christine Todd 
Whitman, who applauded the 
decision - is ripe for review.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Revealing a split on the court 
panel that appointed Kenneth 
Starr, die judges considered end- 
ing the five-year independent 
counsel investigation but voted 2- 
1 to keep it alive. 

In his dissenting opinion, appel- 
late Judge Richard D. Cudahy 
said, "This is a natural anil logical 
point for termination,’* with 
Clinton already impeached and 
acquitted and no prosecutions 
pending a gainst others. 


“An endless investigation. 
Which the passivity of the major- 
ity invites, can serve no possible 
goal of justice and imposes 
needless burdens on the taxpay- 
ers,” wrote Cudahy, who was

In their opinion filed 
Wednesday, the other two 
appellate judges - Peter Fay 
and the special panel’s presid- 
ing judge, David Sentelle - said 
no termination was called for

Starr’s assurances that his 
office’s work continues.

because it does not have the 
authority to supervise Starr's 
work, they said.

Be careful about 
tampering with it.

Professionals 
win for first 


TWIN FALLS - The Carter 
Cup will leave the ’90s in the 
same hands where it started 
them, thanks to a number of 
strong performances by some of 
Idaho’s greatest golfers. 

The annual meeting of 10 pro- 
fessionals and 10 amateurs, held 
Tuesday and Wednesday at Blue 
Lakes Country Club, came down 
to the final nine holes of head-to- 
head match play under the 
- Carter Cup’s unique three-point 
format - one point for a front- 
nine lend, one-point for a back- 
nine lead, and one point for the 
match. 

After finishing Tuesday’s 
rounds in a dead heat, the ama- 
teurs took a slim one-point lead 
through the front nine. By the 
end of the round, however, a 
comeback by Kevin Burton out- 
weighed a collapse by Reanimate 
. Mike Hamblin, and a trio of pros 
had shut out their opponents for 
a 31-5-2835 win. 

The victory was the first by the 
professionals since 1996, the last 
year of a nine-year win streak. 
The score was identical to the 
one by which the amateurs broke 
the streak in 1997, and only twice 
in the last 12 years has the match 
been closer - a two-paint win by 
the pros in 1995 and a two-point 
win by the amateurs in 1987. 

The amateurs won four of 
Wednesday’s 10 matches, with 
| shutouts by Lee Reed (over 
Bobby Howell) and Bret Rupert 
(over Twin Falls Municipal 
course pro Hamblin), while the

actions. 

Lynch said Judd gave too much 
* weight to semantics. 

“If a man looks that hard for a 
reason not to impose capital pun- 
ishment, he should not be sitting 
on the bench in a capital case," 
he said. 

Lynch said this is the first rime 


he has been outspoken about a 
court action. 

“I’ve never been exposed to 
such an atrocious decision," he 
said. 

Lynch said he has no conflict 
with being a chaplain for police 
and an activist in an attempt to 
unseat a judge. Judd was elected 
to his current fotiriyeur term 
nearly two years ago. 

“I didn’t give up citizenship," 
Lynch said. “In both places I’m a 
chaplain. I’m a volunteer. I'm 
nonpaid. I certainly can say what 
I want to, I can’t stay quiet over 
this decision.” 

Idaho’s members of a national 
police labor organization, mean- 
while, will focus on changing the 
law rather than the judge. 

“Linda Huff was in uniform

Nevada university will develop 
new anti-pollution technology 


RENO. Nev. (AP) - DuPont Co. 
awarded patent rights to the 
—University okNevada, Reno on 
Wednesday to develop technolo- 
gy that may drastically reduce 
pollution from mines. 

The chemical treatment, which 
is still in development, would 
help prevent acid runoff at hard 
rock mines. The contamination is 
common in rivers and streams in 
remote areas of the West, accord- 
ing io researchers at Nevada’s 
Mackay School of Mines. 

“It is one of the major environ- 
mental problems worldwide, 
whether you ask rcgulatoxy agen- 
cies, environmentalists or the 
mining industry," said Glen 
Miller, director of the universi- 
ty’s Center for Environmental 
Sciences and Engineering. 

He said Wednesday that the 
technology has “the potential to 
be very significant” and said it 


could help prevent billions of dol- 
lars in annual damage. He said 
natural processes take so long to 
dean arid runoff from mines that 
sites in Great Britain now 
defunct for 2,000 years are still 
contaminated. 

Known as “passivation." the 
technology involves spraying.a . . 
chemical on mine rocks and 
other mining waste that are near 
rivers and streams. The coating 
seals in die add and prevents it 
from dissolving into the water. 

“It is very simple. Elegantly 
simple. We arc quite excited 
about it,” Miller said. 

Most of the North American 
mines with add runoff problems 
arc in Montana, Idaho and 
Canada, he said. These mines 
involve ores containing sulfides. 

At the Earth's surface, the sul- 
fides mix with air to form poiso- 
nous sulfuric add. 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - 
People judged mentally incompe- 
lent or convicted of serious mis- 
demeanor crimes would be pro- 
hibited from buying or possessing 
guns under measures endorsed 
by a legislative panel 
Wednesday. 

The interim Judiciary 
Committee took new gun restric- 
tions as far as the full Legislature 
might be willing to go after law- 
makers snubbed Gov. Mike 
-Leavitt's proposal to ban legally 
concealed weapons at schools. 

A month' ago, FTousc leaders 
rejected Leavitt’s plan for u spe- 
cial gun-control session and said 
they would take their time con- 
sidering proposals he made in the 
wake of random 'shootings in 


downtown Salt Lake City and at a 
Colorado high school. Other pub- 
lic shootings have since claimed 
multiple victims in Atlanta and 
Los Angeles. 

On Wednesday, Utali legisla- 
tors on the judiciary panel voted 
to send to tjje House and Senate 
floors the governor’s proposals 
for keeping guns from the men- 
tally ill and persons with certain 
"violent" misdemeanor, not just 
felony, convictions. Persons with 
serious juvenile records also 
would be denied gun ownership. 

Tfie panel selected a long list of 
misdemeanor crimes - arson, 
assault, firearms violations, crimi- 
nal mischief, harassment, reck- 
less endangerment, aiding a fugi- 
tive «nd other offenses -.that 


would disqualify a gun buyer. 

.. In all, the panel identified 43 
misdemeanors, a handful less 
than the governor had proposed, 
for flagging on background 
checks of gun buyers. But the list 
could grow ns the committee next 
month considers adding misde- 
meanor conspiracies and criminal 
solicitations as other grounds for 
blocking gun sales. 

Misdemeanor convictions or 
serious juvenile-delinquency 
offenses dating back more than 
three years would be purged 
from background records on-gun 
buyers. 

Under the federal Brady law, a 
conviction on any single felony - 
even a non-violent offense such 
as embezzlement - is enough to 


prohibit a person for life from 
possessing a gun. That is a restric- 
tion no state can relax. , •’ 

The Brady law also makc3.it 
illegal for anyone judged mental- 
ly incompetent or held against 
their will at a mental hospital to 
buy or keep a gun. But Utah Jpas 
no way of checking a gun buyer’s 
mental status.

Sacramento area may be polluting Lake Tahoe 


RENO, Nev. (AP) - An influen- 
tial scientist is suggesting that 
hnrd-to-control pollution blown 
to Lake Tahoe from the 
California lowlands is causing 
. the lake to lose its famed clarity. 
Increased ozone levels in the 
California . foothills and in 
Stockton are playing a signifi- 
cant role in lake pollution, said 
Dennis Murphy, on environmen- 
tal researcher at the University 
of Nevada, Reno. 

The ozone combines with 
.water in the lake to make nitro- 
gen and phosphorus, which fuel 
the nlgae growth clouding the 
! lake, Murphy soys. 

If pollution from outside the 
; basin is a significant factor, it 
may be difficult to restore the 
. alpine lake’s clarity, said 
Murphy, who led a federal team 
evaluating Tahoe’s environment. 

“Even if we do the most thor- 
ough job possible here in the 
basin, that’s not going to remove 
the source of some of these pollu- 
tants,” Murphy said. 

Thirty years ago, a white din- 
.ncr plate in the lake was visible 
;-.itt a depth of 100 feet. Today, it 


disappears after 70 feet. 

Toni Cahill, an expert on 
Sierra air pollution at the 
University of California, Davis, 
disagrees with Murphy. 

Cahill, who is on the federal 
research team, with Murphy, 
argues that the vast majority of 
pollution fueling the algae 
growth comes from the cars, road 
dust and wood smoke surround- 
ing Lake Tahoe itself. 

Wally Miller, another 
University of Nevada scientist 
involved in the study, says it is 
possible that both in-basin and 
out-of-basin pollution share 
responsibility for the declining- 
clarity. 

“My feeling is we don’t have 
nil the answers,” Miller said. 
Further study is planned. 

Of the estimated 418 metric 
tons of nitrogen loaded in the 
lake over a year, more than half 
comes from the atmosphere. 

Of the 45.7 metric tons of phos- 
phorus loaded into the lake, 27 
percent comes from the atmos- 
phere and 29 percent comes 
from streams, the new study 
shows.

Yellowstone plans draws 
wrath of snowmobilers 


LIVINGSTON, Mom. (AP) - 
Criticism continues to pour in on 
the National Park Service's pre- 
ferred plan for winter use in 
Yellowstone National Park. 

A snowmobilers’ advocacy calls_ 
■ the recently released draftpro- - 
pcsal "long on speculation, short 
on fact." 

It calls for keeping the road 
from West Yellowstone, Mont., to 
Old Faithful open during the win- 
ter but limiting access -generally 
to shuttle vans and buses while 
banning snowmobiles and most 
other vehicles. 

Development of a winter-use 
plan is the result of a lawsuit 
filed against the government by 
the Fund for Animals, which 
claimed officials failed to dearly 
evaluate the impact of winter 
recreation - particularly snowmo- 
biles- on park wildlife. 

BlucRibbon Coalition 
President Jack Welch blasted the 
Park Service proposal for elimi- 
nating what hud been a 124-milc 
loop snowmobilers could take 
through the park and enjoy lugh ; 
lights like. .Old.. Fajthful, 
Yellowstone Lake, the Grand 


Canyon of the Yellowstone, 
Norris Geyser Basin and Gibbon 
Falls. 

“If the preferred alternative is 
implemented, that section of trail 
_is eliminated,” Welch said. “It 
. makes the fullToop four a thing 
of the post." ‘ 

The Pocaccllo-bascd group also 
contends keeping the road open 
creates more danger for wildlife 
because they can be injured or 
killed by the traffic. 

“They ore used to sharing the 
roads with snowmobiles and 
snowcoaches,” Welch said, “but 
we have no idea how they will 
react .to 45 shuttle buses coming 
at them with no way to escape.” 

Welch said in mid-April when

and often get trapped in the 
roads.

The Greyhound investigation is 
expected to be completed by the 
end of the week, spokeswoman 
Katherine Williams said Tuesday. 


Ceremonies recall earthquake victims

(AP) - Nine smokejumpers, their 
colorful canopies silhouetted 
against the sky, parachuted to 
Refuge Point, commemorating- 
die day 40 years ago when their 
forebears jumped in io help the 
terrified survivors of the deadly 
Ijebgen earthquake.

. •'idieered as they landed. 

' 1 "It's an honor, remembering 
'the jumpers who did it before,"* 
said Greg Anderson, manager of 
the Gallatin National Forest’s 
'Interagency Fire Center in West 
Yellowstone. 


The Aug. 17, 1959, quake mea- 
sured 7.5 on the Richter scale: It 
caused the largest landslide ever 
recorded in North America - 80 
million tons of earth and rock that 
dammed the Madison River and 
buried a campgroUnd filled with 
summer tourists. Twenty-eight 
' died. Survivors made thoir way to 
Refuge Point, a ridge where they 
spent the terrifying hours until 
dawn. Smokejumpers landed 
there the next morning to help. 
They landed there again Tuesday. 

Two of the original jumpers - 
Bob Nicol of Hamilton and A1 
Hammond of Poison - were there 


to witness the ceremony nnd rem- 
inisce.' ' ' 

“We heard the Hcbgcn Dam 
was weakened and we were try- 
ing to get people to higher 
ground," recoiled Nicol, who now 
pilots jumpers to fires. "We tried 
to help the injured. We located an . 
area where a helicopter could 
land.".

“He comes across as bright and 
thoughtful and there arc times he 
half been quite critical, as he was 
in his book, of Clinton and the 
Clinton administration," Steele 
said.

Although the region has suf- 
fered several quakes over the past 
decade, ex(ierts say little has been 
done to address the problems of 
shady contractors .who don't both- 
er with permits and skimp on 
materials, or corrupt officials who 
don’t enforce building codes. 

In the wake of the worst tem- 
blor ever recorded in western 
Turkey, Prime Minister Bulcnt 
Ecevit promised a crackdown on 
unscrupulous builders. 

“The price for irresponsible 
behavior is very high for our |>eo- 
ple." he told rejxirters. “We shall 
lake measures against it.” 

But others complained that the 
l«»werful construction lobby and a 
corruption-riddled political system 

hinder reforms. 

"They saiifthe same last year” 
after a quake in Adana killed 14-1 
people, said Foray Salman of the 
Turkish Association of Engineers 
and Architects. "And two years 
ago and 10 years ago. But die nec- 
essary measures are not taken.” 

“No one learned a lesson from 
the bitter experiences of the 
past.” said Ali Siuan, head of the 
architecture department at Selcuk 
University in the central city of 
Konya.

He chose locally grown maple 
and walnut to create around 40 
pistols, 19 muzzleloaders, and 
countless rifles. These days be 
regularly turns down requests to 
make guns. The whole reason he 
carved'wastoescaperejponsibil-' - 
Ity- not Invite more of it 
"I never intended to make a 


loved. 

“I never took any money from 
the family budget to my 
guns," he says. To finance a 
lathe, he made 45 folding lames 
that he sold for S245 apiece. 

Barnes was fussy about the 
wood he used, and be was equal- 
ly fussy about the metal pans in 
his guns.

GRAND LAKE, Colo. - Wlwt a differ- 
crice a divide makes. 

In Rocky Mountain National Park, vis- 
itors find different worlds on either side 
of the Continental Divide, which slashes 
the park in two. 

For sights of towering peaks, year- 
round glaciers, airy forests of ponderosa 
pines and ample herds of deer, elk and 
bighorn sheep, head for the east side via 
tile popular Estes Park entrance. 

Tire caveat? More than 3 million visi- 
• tors pass through the park this way each 
year, so crowds are inevitable on trails 
and roads. 

To avoid the crowds, try the park from 
the west side, where it’s welter and 
wilder and a different world altogether. 

Stands of lodgcpolc give the forest a 
tighter, more densely packed look. 

Moose graze on willows and the dense 
forest understory. There’s a nearly con- 
stant sound of running water along many 
trails decorated with waterfalls. 

About 500,000 visitors pass into the 
park on this side Via Grand Lake, mak- 
ing it the place to go for a more solitary 
experience. 

Most residents of the Front Range 
know this ns the “other side” of Rocky 
Mountain National Park. 

That’s a source of consternation - and 
comfort - to Kathleen Rutter, who has 
been a ranger on the west side of the 
park for 25 years. 

When her seasonal job here ends each 
year, she lives in Albuquerque, N.M., 
where she’s amazed at how little people 
know about Rocky Mountain National 
Park, let alone the west side. 

“People really can’t place it. Even 
though we get as many visitors as 
Yellowstone, when I mention the park, 
people are unsure,” she says. 

“And when I mention the town of 
Grand Lake, they still don’t know. They 
do recognize Estes Park. That, I think, 
has more name recognition than the 
park itself.” 

But Rutter and others who frequent 
the west side aren’t too disappointed 
that the traffic jams and construction 
and other signs of popularity aren't seen 
much in their comer of the world. 

The gateway town of Grand Lake is a 
tiny, unpretentious community without

stoplights, golden arches, Holiday Inns 
or supermarkets. 

Its streets, many unpaved and lined 
with mom-and-pop motels and lodges, 
contrast with the congested thorough- 
fare of downtown Estes Park, where 
weekend traffic jams and long lines at 
McDonald's are common in summer and 
fall. 

Grand Lake’s downtown, with a wood- 
en boardwalk instead of cement side- 
. walks, has a handful of restaurants and 
gift shops. In the winter and spring, this 
town’s main street becomes a snowmo- 
bile freeway. 

But the rest of the year, it’s much qui- 
eter. 

Visitors arc drawn by sprawling lakes; 
Grand Lake, the largest natural lake in 
Colorado, and two huge reservoirs. 
Shadow Lake and Lake Granby - a trio 
of lakes that covers 9,000 acres and 
offers 10 miles of shoreline. 

And visitors arc drawn, of course, by 
the park. 

Look closely to witness life 
Once through Grand Lake and into the 
park, the contrasts between (his side and 
the east portion immediately ore evi- 
dent. 

Because of its location on the West side 
of the Continental Divide, this half of 
the park gets more rain and snow, which 
creates denser vegetation and a greater 
diversity of wildlife. 

Perhaps its most dramatic resident is 
the moose, often seen in stands of wil- 
low. Although a renegade moose has 
been spotted this year on Bear Lake east 
of the Continental Divide, most stay on 
this west side, where they are relatively 
undisturbed. The elk, however, populate 
the park’s cast side and double as enter- 
tainment for hundreds of thousands of 
camera-toting tourists. 

Life seems simpler, more pure here. 


On one June day, not far from the 
Kawunccchc Visitor Center, the deepen- 
ing late-aftemoon forest shadows made 
it easy to miss something amazing. 

Not far from the road was a newly 
born elk calf, its still-wet butterscotch- 
colored body weaving drunkcnly 
through the trees as it tried to find its 
legs. 

Its mother had vanished into the for- 
est, leaving the awkward calf to fend for 
• itself. An occasional car passed, but the 
calf remained virtually unnoticed and 
alone. 

The less-traveled trails - some even 
have grass growing on them - are portals 
into woods teeming with sudi wildlife. 

One morning, deep in the pan on the 
East Inlet Trail approach to Lone Pine 
Lake, a moose startled hikers near the 
thunderous Adams Falls. The bull moose 
grazed, unperturbed but aware, in a 
thick stand of willows, pausing occasion- 
ally to peer at the intruders with his tiny 
black eyes. 

On trails like East Inlet, visitors get a 
taste of how different it is. This trail fol- 
lows a creek that eventually empties 
into Grand Lake, and the vegetation is 
lush and damp. 

Tiny red columbine bloom, and hikers 
can hear water gurgling, rushing, and 
roaring. 

“There’s a saying, ‘the wetter but bet- 
ter side,”’ Ranger Rutter says. 

“The people I meet who are regulars 
here have* discovered it’s a little quieter, 
not quite as hectic. But they do have to 
deal with more tain." 

And the lay of the land on the west 
side of the divide in the park has a spe- 
cial meaning for hikers, Rutter says: 

“You have to be willing to hike fur- 
ther. All the trails start at a lower alti- 
tude, so you have to work a little harder 
to get to peaks or summits." 


commonality to die trails on the west side 
of Rocky Mountain National Park, this is 
it. 

Just hike the East Inlet Trail, one of the 
more popular on the west side of the 
Continental Divide. You’ll find all the 
waterfalls you ever could want, bubbling 
creeks, raging streams and thick marshes. 

Begin by heading through Grand Lake 
toward Adams Tunnel, a link' in the Big 
Thompson Irrigation Project. There's a 
huge parking lot here, but don’t let that 
fool you into thinking you’re going to 
meet hundreds of hikers on this trail. 

About one-third mile in, Adams Falls 
draws the crowds. It’s a raging cascade, 
scooping out deep grottos and leaving a 
cooling mist that creates rainbows in the 
light filtering through the trees. 

This is the destination for most of the 
hikers who begin the East Inlet Trail. 
Those who continue are rewarded with a 
mostly solitary uphill liikc to a duster 1 of 
high-mountain lakes. 

Shortly after the Adams Falls turnoff, 
the trail levels off and winds alongside a 
lodgcpolc pine forest. Beyond the trail is 
a sprawling meadow thick with cattails 
and swnrming with mosquitoes. 

After two stream crossings, the trail 
begins rising and falling, with each down- 
hill part shorter than the following uphill 
portion. 

Continue alongside of the stream and 
watch for moose In the willows. You trav- 
el through lodgcpolc forest decorated 
with thick stands of red columbine. You 
notice the ever-present sound of water - 
even if you can’t sec it, until you hike 
about two miles and begin malting your 
way along the side of a dark, shiny rock 
outcropping. 

The trail continues to climb, and it’s 
steepest in areas from here to the first 
lake in a scries - Lone Pine, named for a 
pine tree that sprouted from a rock sub- 
merged in the frigid lake waters. 

It’s about 5.5 miles to Lone Pine Lake, 
at the lake, Follow the south shore to con- 
tinue the trail to Lake Verna, about seven 
miles from the trailhead. Heme, hikers can 
head for Andrews Peak and Ptarmigan 
Mountain. Another mile, and you’ll reach 
Spirit Lake, then nn unimproved path 
takes you to Fourth Lake, and finally 
Fifth Lake.

BOISE (AP) 7 Waterfowl 
hunters face only a few minor 
-changes from last year in the 
coming hunting seasons. 

Seasons will last as long as last 
year: 106 days for ducks and 99 
days for geese. The seven-duck 
bag limit is unchanged except 
that just four scaup will be 
allowed in the daily bag. While 
most duck sj>edes have recovered 
to historic highs, scaup popula- 
tions have dropped in recent 
years. Scaup, commonly called

Moose loses battle with minivan in Montana

After spending parts of three days in Glacier 
National Park and seeing only three deer and 
□ couple of chipmunks, the first thing to cross 
my mind was, “Wow, a moose.” 

Next I exclaimed, “Oh, my gosh.” 

Then Brenda, my wife, engrossed in yet 
another novel in the front passenger scat of 
the minivan, looked up and said, "You’re going 
to hit it." 

Sure enough, right there at mile 57.6 of U.S. 
2, approximately 20 miles southeast of Libby, 
Mont., on the second leg of our family trip in 
June, it happened: We smashed into the right 
front shoulder of a moose. I later learned the 
moose was “just a buby,” though its head easi- 
ly towered above the top of the von. • 

In die rearview mirror, I watched the animal 


stagger into a thicket on the side of the high- 
way, while I maneuvered the minivan to the 
side of the road just beyond a guardrail. 

Our sons, Derek, 11, and Connor, 4, were cer- 
tainly distracted from the tape they had been 
- watching, but fortunately; none of us was • 
injured. I pinged, however, about the damage 
to the minivan. Having spent six years living in 
the Upper Peninsula of Michigan when I was a 
teen-ager, I have seen what a deer can do to a 
vehicle, much less a moose. 

Getting out, I noticed that the left side mir- 
ror was dangling from its support. The driver’s 
door would open only about halfway. 

Later, an insurance adjuster would estimate 
the damage to the left front fender, driver’s 
door nnd the left sliding passenger door at 
S2, 000. The van was still running, however, 
and a highway patrol officer who wrote up the

Most of 
the time it has to do with the 
owner's behavior and not the 
wolfs.” 

Perhaps it's the wolfs behavior 


that makes it so remarkable and“ 
fascinating. Protective, intelli- 
gent and extremely sensitive, 
wolves seem to hove a second 
■sense, the Taylors said. 

“It's like they can almost look 
into your soul and know what 
you’re thinking,” Miller said. 

The Taylors have long studied 
the male-female relationships 
among wolves and have wit- 
nessed such devout love that 
they still find it breathtaking. 

A male wolf will drape its paw 
over a female’s after being away 
from her for only a day, Bill 


Taylor said And the female “will 
often leap and throw its legs 
around the male’s neck when I 
bring home one from the store. 
There’s so much they can tench 
us." 

Taylor said wolves are masters 
in nonverbal communication, 
possessing the ability to reason 
and problem-solve three times as 
quickly as a dog. 

“They'rc so tuned to your emo- 
tions, that it feels like they know 
what you are thinking jus: by 
staring at you,” he said. “Once 
you’re with one, it bonds with 


you for life." 

The Taylors believe there arc I 
about 50,000 wolf owners in the I 
nation, but less than 10 percent I 
are registered with the U.S. 1 
Agriculture Department. 

. They would like to see more I 
states work with wolf owners and I 
attempt to regulate crossbreed- [ 
mg. But they know that might not 
become reality. 

“We’ll do everything we can to 
help people raise these precious 
animals," Nancy Taylor said.

Researchers probe declining 
population of prarie chicken 


Hundreds of elk on a Hanford 
nuclear reservation wildlife 
reserve may be roundeef up atid 
shipped to new homes in the 
mountains by early next year. 

Trucking 600 elk from 
Hanford’s Arid Lands Ecology 
reserve to state mountain ranges 
could be easier and cheaper than 
first thought, improving the odds 
the move will happen. 

Federal and state agency offi- 
cials said Wednesday that they 
have yet to find roadblocks to 
the proposed roundup, which 
would reduce the herd by two- 
thirds. 

The 120- square-mile reserve is 
managed by the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife ' Service for the 
Department of Energy, which 
created it as-a buffer zone for die 
radioactive wastes stored in cen- 
tral Hanford. 

Hunters on surrounding pri- 
-vote property kili-abom 50 elk — 
during an annual three-week sea- 
son, hut that's not enough to con- 
trol the population, which has 
soared from 100 elk in the late 
1980s to about 900 today. 

The roundup plan is intended 
to address increasing complaints 
from area ranchers that the elk 
eat their crops and trample then- 
land.

Their mission is to find out why 
the population of lesser prairie 
chickens is declining on the grass- 
lands of southwest Kansas. 

Although their nickname and 
■ the subject of their study might 

sound, humorous, diminishing- 

numbers of the bird may be a 
warning that its habitat is in trou- 
blc. 

“It’s the canary in the mine. If 
' we lose tlie prairie chicken, it’s on 
indication that the prairie isn’t . 
healthy," said Brent Jamison, one 
of three researchers conducting a 
study sponsored by Kansas State 
University and the Kansas 
Department of Wildlife and 
Parks. 

Although there ore no exact fig- 
ures on the number of lesser 
. prairie chickens in Kansas, sur- 
veys ShOW thC 


particularly as chicks. 

Jamison said about half of all 
chicks are eaten by such preda- 
tors as snakes, coyotes, skunks 
and hawks. 

“They’re the McDonald's of the 
prairie. Everything eats them,” 
he said. 

Overgrazing poses a problem 
-for-the-bird’s habitat in other- 
states, Jamison said, but it does 
not appear to be troublesome in 
Kansas. 

Researchers plan to complete 
their study in August and publish 
-their results. A new three-yeor 
study Scheduled to start next 
spring will seek to develop land 
management strategies to pre- 
serve the habitat of the prairie 
chicken. 

In 1995, the Biodiversity Legal 
Foundation, based in Boulder, 
Colo., petitioned the U.S. Fish

The researchers point to the 
conversion of the prairie to crop- 
land as the biggest reason for the 
demise of the lesser prairie chick- 
en. This process lias occurred 
largely during the past 50 years, 

. Jamison said, and accelerated 
' during the 1960s with the rise of 
center-pivot irrigation. 

Moreover, lesser prairie chick- 
— era d onor s c en r toadapr to crop- — 
land. Of approximately 70 nests 
found-in. the Kansas study, only 
one was in a crop field. 

Yet loss of habitat appears to 
be only one piece of the ptazle. 

Researcher Tom Walker said

Take a closer look to find fish you thought were gone

DULUTH, Minn. - There used 
to. bc’an old Husband's tale to 
explain slow fishing during the 
dog days of August. 

Fish teeth fall out this time of 
year, the old codgers said while 
sitting on the dock, and the fish 
can’t bite. But the old codgers 
were wrong. The hotter it gets, 
the more fish eat, putting on. 
weight for the cold winter months 
when they don’t eat ns much. 

The problem is, many folks are 
trying to catch fish in August in 
the same places where , they 
caught them in May, and using 
the same tactics. 

This time of year, big fish are 
following a smorgasbord of little 
fish, the ones hatched this year. 
Using minnows-as bait- may- not ba- 


the best option now - there’s loo 
much competition. Tty big leech- 
es or fat niglitcrawlcrs and game 
fish might strike out of sheer 
desire fora change in menu. 

Try crankbaits. Lures like 
Rnpalas and Bomlicrs and Rebels 
trolled pretty fast might encour- 
age a “reaction strike" that lazy 
live bait simply can’t trigger. 

And don’t think your favorite 
lake is fished out from all those 
whoppers caught earlier in the 
year. The fish are still there, they 
just aren’t in tlie same place. But 
they’re probably pretty dose. 

Look deeper. Look for shade. 
Look for baitfish. Look for 
windswept areas. 

The first drop-offs and deep 
water near where smallmouth 
spawned, for example, will often 
hold big fish now. Same with 
-walleyes -lookfor-themin deeper - 


water and off main-lake reefs and 
points near where you caught 
them on the fishing opener. 

For walleyes or lake trout, look 
much deeper if die lake has deep 
water. On Rainy lake,-for exam- 
ple, walleyes caught near the 
shoreline in 15 feet of water rwo 
months ago arc feeding around 
reefs now. Thaj means humps 10 
or IS feet deep with very deep 
water around them. Last summer 
we caught walleyes on the bottom . 
in 52 feet of water around some of 
the reefs, so keep trying deeper if 
the fish aren’t right near the reef.

But for people such as Jergcns, 
the assessment change is a dou- 
ble-edged sword. 

Because a mill levy Ls based on 


property value, owners will be 
penalized for making improve- 
ments to their buildings, Jergens 
said. 

“As you put money into your 
property you get penalized," he 
said. “Go ahead and continue to 
charge us by the square foot the 
way you’re doing it now. If you 
see you need to increase the rev- 
enue let's raise the square-foot 
rate. 

“I don't like the sound of your 
(assessment) going down and 
.mine more than quadrupling,” 
he said. 

One reason the BID wants to 
change the assessment method is 
so the Historic Downtown and 
Old Townc BIDs can merge, 
Bombardier said. The Old Towne 


group already charges building 
owners. 

The downtown BID plans to re- 
address the issue and look at a 
possible 3-mill levy, he said. But 
before anything can change a 
majority of property owners 
must sjgn a pctiu'on for the City 
Council to enact the change in 
taxation. 

“I don’t think we’d go forward 
if it were just a simple majority,” 
Bombardier said. “Wc’rc here to 
serve, we want to serve in the 
most effective way. We're not

R.D. Bynes, the general 
manager Bynes-Royall 
Funeral Home, said the mar- 
ket held by black-owned 
funeral homes is shrinking as 
the wealthier black clientele is 
attracted to chain-owned 
funeral homes with beautiful 
facilities. 

The shift has left black- 
owned funeral homes with 
clients who have a hard time, 
affording even the most basic 
funeral, Bynes said. 

Chain ownership has also 
transformed the cemetery 
industry, with a division of 
Service Corp. International 
buying most of the large ceme- 
teries which aren’t city owned.

organizations supported the 
idea of requiring cemeteries 
to escrow 100 percent of the 
amount paid for pre-need bur- 
ial accounts, the same percent- 
age funeral homes are now 
required to escrow for pre- 
need funerals.

Raffi Kodikian stabbed liitn twice in 
the chest, claiming later that the two got 
lost and ran out of water and dint a dehy- 
drated, panicky Coughlin begged to be 
put out of tiis misery- 
investigators won’t say exactly what 
they think happened in Carlsbad Caverns 
National Park on Aug. 7, but one thing is 
dean They don't buy Kodikian’s story. 

Kodikian is charged with murder. He 
returned to his family’s home Sunday in 
Doylestown, Pa., after posting $50,000 
bad but must return to New Mexico for 
trial. His attorney did not return calls for 
comment. 

Gary McCandless. chief of detectives 
for the Eddy County Sheriff’s 
Dppartmcnt, said this is as unusual and 
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During the trek, Coughlin kept a jour- 
mil in n spiral-bound notebook given ro 
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puzzling as any case lie’s seen. 

Kodikian, 25, and Coughlin, 26, had 
arnved at the park Aug. 4 and got a two- 
day camping permit. Four days later, res- 
torers found a dehydrated Kodikian in a 
lepn-to. When o ranger asked where his 
companion was, Kodikian said he had 
killed him to end his suffering and buried 
him in a shallow grave nearby. 

For one thing, McCandless questions 
whether Kodikian and Coughlin were 
hopelessly lost. 

Their campsite was only 250 feet from 
the trail and a mile away from Coughlin’s 
Mazda. Had they climbed to the top of 
the canyon they would have seen the 
park’s visitors center. 

'‘People actually have gotten lost there, 
but it didn’t take them long to find their 
way out,” McCandless said. 

Investigators also question Kodikian’s 
claim that Coughlin suffered so much he 
begged to die. 

An autopsy showed that Couglilin was 
moderately to severely dehydrated, 
which could have impaired liis judgment, 
but Kodikian felt fine an hour after he 
was found and given food and water.
